Capitol set up for Richard Nix- 
on's oath taking, the inaugural 
p->rade route from there to the 
White House and the presiden- 
tial viewing stand on the side- 
walk before the executive man- 
sion.

and viewing stands with flank- 
ing panes extending back diago- 
nally to deflect shots from any 
angle. 


Along the parade route man- 


hole covers were locked shut, 
roofs were cleared of all but 
uniformed personnel and every 
last building on both sides of 
broad Pennsylvania Avenue was 
barred to all but those with spe- 
cial passes, including perma- 
nent occupants.

sight, special agents armed with 
automatic weapons scanned the 
throngs 
with wide-angle de- 


vices. 


Other

Nixon and Lyndon Johnson to 
the Capitol and another patrol- 
ling several blocks to the side. 


The 10,000 regular troops of

route.

\..The Times Are on the Side of Peace'

W A S H I N G T O N (AP)— 


President Nixon launched his 
administration today with a 
pledge to consecrate his of- 
fice, "my energies and all the 
wisdom i can summon, to the 
cause of peace among na- 
tions." 


For the first time, he said, 


"because the people of the 
world want peace and the 
leaders are afraid of war, the 
times are 
on the side of 


peace." 


The problems at home, he 


said in his inaugural address, 
are caused by a crisis of the 
spirit: "We can build a great 
cathedral of the spirit—each 
of us raising it one stone at a 
time, as he reaches out to his 
neighbor, helping, caring, do- 
ing." 


He said his administration 


will press forward with goals 
of 
full 
employment, better 


housing, excellence in educa- 
tion and rebuilding the cities, 
but added, "We are approach- 
ing the limits of what gov- 
ernment alone can do." 


The greatest need, he said, 


"is to reach beyond govern- 
ment, to enlist the legions of 
the concerned and the com- 
mitted." 


"We have found ourselves 


rich in goods but ragged in 
spirit: reaching with magni- 
ficent precision for the moon, 
but falling into raucus discord 
here on earth," he said. 


The Chief Executive said the 


answer to the crisis will be 
found in such simple virtues 
as "goodness, decency, love, 
kindness." 


"In these difficult 
years, 


America has suffered from a 
fever of words," Nixon con- 
tended, "from inflated rhetor- 
ic that promises more than it 
could possibly deliver; from 
angry rhetoric that fans dis- 
contents into hatreds, from 
bombastic rhetoric that pos- 


tures instead of persuading." 


"We cannot learn from one 


another until we stop shouting 
at o n e 
another—until we 


speak quietly enough so that 
our words can be heard as 
well as our voices," he added. 


At the same time, Nixon 


seemed to hint that portions 
of President Johnson's Great 
Society programs will be con- 
tinued. 


He promised to "press ur- 


gently forward" toward such 
goals as 
rebuilding cities, 


providing b e t t e r housing, 
strengthening education, pro- 
tecting the environment and 
seeking full employment. 


Citing his inaugural motto, 


Nixon said all must go for- 
ward together if any is to 
advance. 


"No man can be fully free 


while his neighbor it, not," he 
said. 


"This 
means black 
and 


white together as one nation, 
not two," the President de- 
clared.

What remains is to 
give light to what is in the 
law: 
To ensure at last that all

He was the first man since 


Henry Wallace in 1940 to be- 
come vice president without 
serving in Congress, aides said.

cated he would have a major 
announcement about those prob- 
lems in America's largest city 
soon. 


"I recently had a long talk 


with New York City Msyor John 
Lindsay," Agnew told his first 
news 
conference 
in several 


weeks, "and we will have an 


Agnew said he would primari- 


ly devote his energies to prob- 
lems of the cities, but he said he 
hoped to move gradually into 
foreign policy matters. 


Agnew said the inaugural cer- 


emonies are more than a cele- 
bration of the accomplishments 
of any one man. "It is a redeui- 
cation to our highest ideals of 
government. Only in the United 
States" is the transfer of power 
done with such lucidity and with 
so little rancor." 


The son of a Greek restaura- 


teur, Agnew grew up during the 
Depression in which he watched 
his father's business fail. At one 
point young Agne helped his fa- 
ther sell vegetables 
on the 


streets of Baltimore. 


clearly was on the search for 
peace. 


"For the first time, because 


the people of the world want 
peace and the leaders 
are 


afraid of war, the times are 
on the side of peace," he said. 


To help make the world safe 


for mankind, he added, "is 
our summons to greatness." 


As in the past, Nixon as- 


serted that "after a period of 
confrontation, we are entering 
an era of negotiation. Let all 
nations know that during this 
administration our lines of 
communication will be open. 
We seek an open world—open 
to ideas, open to the exchange 
of goods and people, a world 
in which no people, great or 
small, 
will live in angry 


isolation." 


These words seemed to sug- 


gest Nixon will at least con- 
sider resuming ties with main- 
land China and, perhaps, with 
Communist Cuba. 


"We cannot expect to make 


everyone our friends, he said, 
"but we can trv to make no 
one our enemy." 


The new President invited 


would-be adversaries to join 
in a peaceful competition: 
"Let us cooperate to reduce 
the b u r d e n of arms, to 
strengthen the structure of 
peace, to lift up the poor and 
the hungry." 


Adding a note of caution, he 


said: "But to all who would 
be tempted by weakness, let 
us leave no doubt that we will 
be as strong as we need to be 
for as long as we need to be." 


Nixon declared, 
"I 
know 


that peace does not come 
through wishing for it—that 
there is no substitute for days 
and even years of patient and 
prolonged diplomacy."

Johnson arose at his usual 


time, about 7 a.m. He worked in 
the mansion, signing some exec- 
utive orders. Aides said Johnson 
had completed his moving out of 
the" presidential office in the 
west wing. 


While Johnson has said he has 


looked forward to exchanging 
the 1600 Pennsylvania Ave. ad- 
dress of the White House for 
Ranch Road No. 1, Johnson 
City, Tex., his last days in office 
as 36th President have been

expressions of good will. 


"I'm leaving this town with 


nothing but gratitude and love 
in my heart," he said. 


Leaving with him were his

Luci Nugent, and grandchil- 
dren, 18-months-old Lyn Nugent 
and 3-months-old Lucinda Robb. 


True to form, Johnson spent 


Sunday, his final full day as 
President, working for hours in 
his office cleaning up some final 
details. 


He went to church in the 


morning. The Marine Corps 
band came by later to serenade 
him while the Johnsons stood on 
a balcony. 


During the church service, the 


minister read a prayer written 
by Johnson in which he asked 
God to "deliver us from the fol- 
lies of power and pride, 


"Show us the uses of our 


strengths that will make life 
better on this Earth for all Thy 
children. In season and out, help 
us to hold to the purpose Thou 
has taught us, feeding the hun- 
gry, healing the sick, caring for 
the needy, trusting our young, 
training them up in the way that 


I they should go." 


this sacred commitment: I 
shall consecrate my 
office, 


my 
energies and 
all 
the 


wisdom I can summon to the 
cause of peace among na- 
tions." 


Because the n a t i o n is 


strong, he said, it can afford 
to size up its weaknesses with 
candor and approach them 
with hope. 


"We are caught in war, 


wanting peace," he said. "We 
are torn by division, wanting 
unity. We see around 
us 


empty lives, wanting fulfill- 
ment. We see jobs that need 
doing, waiting for hands to do 
them." 


To meet these problems, he 


continued, "we need only to 
look within ourselves. Great- 
ness comes in simple trap- 
pings. The simple things are 
the ones most needed today 
if we are to surmount what 
divides us and to cement what 
unites us." 


For the government's part, 


he promised, his administra- 
tion will listen to the voices of 
anguish and dispair. 


He said: 
"Those who have been left 


out, we will try to bring in. 


"Those left behind, we will 


help to catch up. 


"For all of our people we 


will set as our goal the decent 
order that makes progress 
possible and our lives se- 
cure." 


Once again, he emphasized 


the work of his administration 
will not involve tearing down 
in any wholesale fashion the 
programs of the Kennedy and 
Johnson administrations. 


"4s we reach our hopes." 


he said, "our task is to build 
on what has gone before—not 
turning away from the old, 
but turning toward the new." 


But Nixon suggested govern- 


ment's capacity for dealing 
with many of the 
major 


domestic problems is limited. 


Noting that in the last third 


of a century "government has 
passed more laws, spent more 
money, initiated more pro- 
grams, than in all our pre- 
vious history," Nixon said: 
". . . we are approaching the 
limits of what government 
alone can do." 


"What has to be done, has 


to be done by government and 
people together or it will not 
be done at all. The lesson of 
past agony is that without the 
people we can do nothing;

New Leader 
Takes Oath

WASHINGTON (AP) - Rich- 


ard M. Nixon solemnly took the 
oath as the nation's 37th Presi- 
dent today and dedicated his id- 
ministration in this time of war 
and turmoil "to the cause of 
peace among nations." 


Under threatening skies—and 


elaborate security precautions 
—Nixon placed his hand on two 
family Bibles held by his wife 
Pat and repeated after Chief 
Justice Earl Warren the tradi- 
tional 35-word oath to /'pre- 
serve, protect and defend the 
Constitution 
of 
the 
United 


States." 


Thus in the Capitol Hill cere- 


mony Richard Nixon, citzen, be- 
came President Nixon. And with 
Lyndon B. Johnson, his prede- 
cessor, listening nearby, Nixon 
called in his inaugural address 
for Americans "to go forward 
together." 


"We have endured a long 


night of the American spirit," 
Nixon declared in obvious refer- 
ence to the divisions over race 
and war he has promised to 
heal. 


And he added this appeal: 


"But as our eyes catch the dim- 
ness of the first rays of dawn, 
let us not curse the remaining 
dark. Let us gather the light." 


To the oath which he took at 


12:15 
p.m., Nixon added the 


words, "So help me God." 


Pat Nixon, her eyes never 


leaving her husband's face, held 
the Bibles, one in each hand, 
one above the other. 


As the cannons boomed out 


the 21-gun salute, the red-coated 
Marine band struck up "Hail to 
the Chief" and then Richard 
Nixon, 37th President of the 
United States, began his inaugu- 
ral address—the charting of his 
administration's course. 


The chilly crowd punctuated 


its brief applause for Nixon at 
times during his speech by 
thumping cold feet on the floor 
of the wooden stands. 


Jrhnson accompanied Nixon 


to the Capitol after a coffee-chat 
at the White House. Both men 
smiled at each other and shook 
hands as they met. 


Gathered around Nixon on the 


platform outside the 
Capitol 


were many of the nation's lead- 
ers—including the Republican 
and Democratic chiefs of Con- 
gress and the Nixon Cabinet—as 
well as the outgoing President 
and vice president—Lyndon B. 
Johnson and Hubert H. Hum- 
phrey. 


Nixon and his vice president, 


Spiro T. Agnew, went through 
the outdoor ceremony without 
top coats despite the 35 degree 
chill of the gray day. 


But the ceremony was spared 


the freezing rain and sleet 
threatened by the weather man. 


The overcast day was bright- 


ened however by the uniforms 
of the military, the bright scar- 
let of the Marine band and the 
singing of the Mormon Taber- 
nacle Choir, which sang, "This 
Is My Country." 


After the ceremony, Johnson 


planned to turn over stage cenr 
ter as well as the power to Nix- 
on. He intended to be back at 
his Texas ranch and rocking on 
the porch by late afternoon.

the Capitol that made Nixon the

youths appeared suddenly along 
the parade route near the White 
House about an hour before the 
parade began. 


The police quickly formed a 


barrier and kept the youths 
from breaking through. 


Earlier, when Nixon rode to 


the Capitol to take the oath of 
office, the demonstrators were 
hardly in evidence. 


Where 
5,000 
youths 
had 


marched the day before, only 
abost 40 were gathered on a 
street corner as Nixon and out- 
going President Johnson drove 
past in their bubble-topped lim- 
ousine trailed by Secret Service 
cars. 


Nixon gave the group only the 


briefest glance and

looked the other way. A feeble 
chant of "Peace Now" followed 
the car, but died quickly.

committees without major diffi- 
culty last week. 


Most appointments were due 


to go to the floor for confirma- 
tion today. 


Chairman Henry I.I. Jackson, 


D-Wash., of the Interior Com- 
mittee said Hickel's nomination 
would not be acted upon by the 
Senate until Tuesday at the ear- 
liest. 


Jackson said the committee 


still had to complete the record 
on Hickel's financial interests, 
which were a key point during 
xtended committee 
delibera- 


tions. 


The governor has promised to 


divest himself of all holdings 
that could raise a conflict of in- 
terest, Jackson said. 


The Hickel nomination was 


opposed in the committee by 
Sens. Gaylord Nelson of Wiscon- 


sin, 
George S. McGovern of 


South Dakota and Frank E. 
Moss of Utah, all Democrats. 


The Senate Interior commit- 


tee had been expected to act 
over the weekend, but announc- 
ed after a closed session Satur- 
day that it had asked Hickel for 
a statement pledging he did not 
hold any oil or gas leases in his 
home state.

Attacks Stepped Up 


Enemy Keeps Fighting as It Talks 


SAIGON (AP) - Four U.S. 


bases and a dozen South Viet- 
namese installations were hit 
Sunday night by stepped-up at- 
tacks which Saigon officials con- 
sidered a demonstration of ene- 
my determination to fight as 
well as talk in Paris. 


Military spokesmen said eight 


Americans were killed, 35 were 
wounded and nine helicopters 
were slightly damaged by mor- 
tar fragments in hit-and-run at- 


tacks on four U.S. outposts 
northwest, north and south of 
Saigon. 


South Vietnamese headquar- 


ters said mortar and rocket at- 
tacks on 12 government camps 
and subsector headquarters in- 
flicted only light casualties. But 
on Saturday night there were 20 
shillings, 
sabotage 
incidents 


and terror raids in which 10 
South Vietnamese soldiers and 
eight civilians were killed and 


18 government troops and 85 ci- 
vilians wounded. 


The stepped-up enemy attacks 


began a few hours after the first 
session of the four-party peace 
talks in Paris Saturday, and a 
government spokesman said the 
two obviously were connected. 
More than a million South Viet- 
namese troops across the coun- 
try were placed on full alert 
Sunday because of the increased 
enemy activity, but a U.S. 
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spokesman said there was no 
change in the status of Amert 
can troops. 


"We're maintaining the same 


degree of operational readiness 
we normally do," he said. "We 
show no enemy threat to Saigon 
at this point." 


U.S. air cavalrymen sweeping 


near the Cambodian border and 
two of the American installa- 
tions that were attacked seized 
more than four tons of ammuni- 
tion, including 132,000 small 
arms and machine-gun bullets 
and 300 mortar rounds. 


Massive Offensive 


U.S. intelligence officers said 


a few captured documents indi- 
cated the enemy planned a mas- 
sive winter-spring offensive to 
coincide with the presidential 
inauguration in Washington. But 
they discounted them because 
the documents gave conflicting 
starting dates going back to last 


PARIS (AP) - The Nixon ad- 


ministration's first team for the 
Vietnam peace talks began ar- 
riving in Paris today, and the 
four delegations were expected 
to get down to business before 
the end of the week. 


Lawrence Walsh, who will re- 


place Cyrus R. Vance as the 
U.S. delegation's No. 2 man, ar- 
rived this morning. Henry Cabot 
Lodge, the delegation chief, was 
due tonight from Washington. 


Walsh said on his arrival 


there are elements of optimism 
in the coming negotiations to 
end the war. But "the timing of 
it may be difficult," he added. 


"It would be wrong to mini- 


mize the difficulties ahead," 
Walsh told newsmen at Orly 
Airport. "Everyone realizes we 
have made a good start, but ev- 
eryone also realizes that there 
is a great deal more to be ac- 
complished. It seems to me the 
elements are here for optimism, 
but the timing of it may be diffi- 
cult." 


The Viet Cong's National Lib- 


eration Front proposed Satur- 
day that the first session of sub- 
stantive talks be held Tuesday. 
But Lodge said the U.S. re- 
sponse would have to await his 
arrival in Paris, and other offi- 
cials in Washington doubted the 
talks could get under way so 
soon. 


Washington Conferecne 


President Johnson's chief ne- 


gotiator at the talks, W. Averell 
Harriman, flew to Washington 
Sunday and saw both Lodge and 
Johnson soon after his arrival. 


Vice President Nguyen Cao 


Ky, supervisor of the South 
Vietnamese delegation, was ex- 
pected back in Paris early this 
week. He had returned to Sai- 
gon before Christmas while the 
talks were deadlocked over the 
shape of a conference table. 


A sense of urgency and activi- 


ty pervaded all the delegations 


in the French capital. 


In Washington, Harriman told 


his successor the stage has been 
set for "new and serious talks 
lor a peaceful settlement" of 
the war in Vietnam. 


"You'll be hard to follow," re- 


plied Lodge. "I'll do my best 
and look forward to consulting 
you and getting your advice." 


At the White House Harriman 


told President Johnson: "I'm 
happy we were able to keep the 
train on the track in your ad- 
ministration and are now turn- 
ing it over to the new adminis- 
tration in a manner in which 
they can move ahead." 


Lodge also conferred with 


President-elect Nixon at the Sta- 
tler Hilton Hotel. There was no 
account of their talk, but the 
two posed for photographs and 
Nixon quipped: "Let the record 
show this is a round table," a 
reference to the agreement on a 
circular table which broke the 
procedural deadlock last week 
at the Paris conference. 


After 10 weeks of stalemate 


on the table shape, the dele- 
gates from the United States, 
South Vietnam, North Vietnam 
and the NLF met Saturday to 


settle other procedural matters. 
A few hours later they unex- 
pectedly announced a decision 
,o cut short further haggling on 
minor items. 


The sudden burst of speed 


stirred speculation that pres- 
sure had been brought to bear 
by Moscow on North Vietnam 
and Washington on its South 
Vietnamese ally. 


All is set for the most impor- 


tant phase of the talks, in which 
the four parties begin discussing 
such matters as guaranteeing 
the demilitarized zone between 
North and South Vietnam, a 
cease-fire, other military ques- 
tions and eventually a political 
settlement. 


There is expected to be a 


long wrangle about the agenda 
and what should be discussed 
first.

Agronsky quoted Kennedy as 


saying America was "not just 
the land, not just the mountains, 
but what the country stands for, 
and that, I think, is being 
undermined by foreign policy."

Of all the issues that are discussed in 


connection with the biennial round of 
budget discussions for the University of 
Wisconsin, we may suppose that none is 
quite as familiar as the school's historically 
liberal policy on the admission of non- 
resident undergraduate students. 


Repeatedly critical questions have been 


asked in the legislature and elsewhere, as 
the University's swelling budget contrib- 
utes to the financing problems of the state 
government as a whole. Repeatedly the 
University administration has brushed the 
questions aside, with a variety of explana- 
tions, among them the argument that such 
students from other states in which their 
parents are paying taxes are contributing 
in their non-resident tuition payments 
enough to cover the cost of their living and 
instruction at the University. 


But skepticism persists, and it has been 


shown again in the comment of Regent 
James Nellen of De Pere that he will ask 
for a full-scale review of the question and 
all of its ramifications at an early meeting 
of the University's governing board. 


We congratulate Dr. Nellen on bringing 


up the question, and President Harrington 
can take a bow for the willingness with 
which he agreed to such a reconsideration 
of a subject that is little understood, and 
that we fear in some instances may 
contribute to the University's problems of 
public relations with its own immediate 
constituency, the taxpayers of Wisconsin. 


It has been said often, for example, that 


the non-resident tuition covers the cost of 
the enrollment of such undergraduates as 
are not our own. 
7he Shape of the Peace Table 


But is there any objection to an 


independent, outside audit of the matter, as 
by the independent state department of 
audit? To our knowledge, the legislature 
has thus far been given only the calcula- 
tions of the University's own staff, working 
for 
an administration that has been 


historically reluctant to reduce the number 
of such students from other states enrolling 
in its classes. 


Repeatedly the University has 
com- 


plained that it has a shortage of teaching 
assistants in some fields, as it makes salary 
pleas. Is it conceivable that such a shortage 
can be relieved by restricting non-resident 
enrollments? 


University policy-makers talk about the 


value of "cosmopolitanism" in the under- 
graduate student body, and we agree that it 
is a desirable factor, to a degree. But 
should one out of four or more of the 
undergraduates be from without the state 
to attain that value? And is "cosmopolitan- 
ism" really achieved when most of the 
students from without the state come from 
a few centers of population, notably New 
York and environs, and neighboring Illi- 
nois, where the state governments have 
been less ready to spend for higher 
education? Are we, to put it bluntly, 
making good the default of taxpayers in 
other states? 


We hope Dr. Nellen presses his idea for 


a full review. The state budget outlook is 
now so dreary that there can be no 
reasonable objection to a thorough cost 
accounting, unless there is a fear of what 
may be disclosed. 


At this stage it is difficult to understand 


why the hassle over the shape of the table 
in the Paris peace talks went on so long in 
the light of the final agreement. 


Before the middle of December the 


North Vietnamese representatives had sug- 
gested a round table at which representa- 
tives of Hanoi, the National Liberation 
Front, the United States and the Govern- 
ment of South Vietnam would all sit. But 
the United States and Saigon insisted that 
the talks were primarily two sided, rather 
than four sided, mainly because of the 
reluctance of the South Vietnamese to 
extend any sign of equal status to the NLF. 
We do not particularly blame the Saigon 
leaders for their point of view. Perhaps the 
American representatives were hesitant to 
disagree with those from Saigon. But now. 
more than a month later — a month of 


continued casualties — the agreement is 
virtually what the North Vietnamese sug- 
gested in the first place. 


The decision must cast doubt on the 


latest glowing accounts of how well the 
military and pacification efforts are going 
in South Vietnam. If the Viet Cong and the 
North Vietnamese troops in South Vietnam 
are being so badly beaten, why could they 
hold out for their face-saving in Paris while 
we could not? 


The major importance has been to get 


the talks going and it is possible that the 
American representatives finally decided 
that substantial negotiations meant more in 
the long run than to gain a concession. But 
if such realization is going to come a month 
late consistently, we aren't going to fare 
very well in the negotiations. 


Mr. Rostow's Parting Thoughts 


Walt Rostow, President Johnson's spe- 


cial assistant for national security who is 
retiring from government service, has been 
a hawk on the war in Vietnam. Now he 
suggests that we should have become 
militarily involved three years earlier than 
we did. 


But while we disagree with his war 


views, his opinions on the failures of 
communism around the world are worth 
considering. 


"If you look at each of the developing 


regions of the world, we now have many 
success stories: South Korea, Taiwan, 
Thailand. Malaysia, Pakistan, Iran, Turkey, 
Tunisia, Mexico. Columbia and Venezuela," 
he said in an interview with New York 
Times reporters. "There is not a single 
success story in the Communist world." 


Actually Mr. Rostow's views on the 


failures of communism appear to be in 
conflict with his military views about the 
wisdom of our intervention in Southeast 
Asia. If Communist countries cannot suc- 
ceed, there seems little sense in giving them 
the status which we gave to North Vietnam 
simply by making war against it. Ho Chi 
Minh might not have fallen from power in 
Hanoi — he was ruthless to his enemies 
and highly popular because he succeeded in 
driving out the French — but his nation 
would have been beset by the same 


economic failures and erroneous policies 
that have plagued all Communist countries 
and which led some of those in Eastern 
Europe to try to liberalize their programs. 


And while communism has not succeed- 


ed in gaining control in any of the 
countries Mr. ^Rostow listed and a lot of 
others as well, this has not always been a 
mighty step forward for democratic proc- 
esses. The effort to repel Communists has 
been used as a real or a trumped up excuse 
for dictatorial powers in a number of 
nations in developing areas. The United 
States government in the last few years 
often seems to confuse the discouragement 
of communism with the growth of liberty 
and the two do not always go together. 


There is a great threat that areas of 


Southeast Asia such as South Vietnam and 
Laos may come under Communist control 
once the war is over. But it appears that 
our military intervention may have made 
this possibility greater rather than the 
other way around as were our intentions. 
As former Ambassador to Japan Edwin 
Reischauer pointed 
out, 
we failed 
to 


recognize the importance of a growing 
nationalism in Asia and became obsessed 
with communism instead. Mr. Rostow does 
not appear even yet to have recognized the 
mistake.

Lyndon 


Johnson is going quietly. The 
storms of the past six years 
find no echo in the deadpan 
prose of the last state papers. 
And there have been no

matic denouements. 


But

messages are not innocuous 
nothings. Largely because of 
Vietnam, they are potent po- 
litical documents which give 
the country yet a new install- 
ment of the hang-up that has 
bedevilled national affairs for 
the past three years. 


They 
thicken 
the barrier 


against serious diversion of 
money away from 
military 


purposes at an early date. At 
the same time they plump 
hard for generous social pro- 
grams. Thus they perpetuate, 
and intensify, the basic policy 
deadlock Mr. Johnson was 
unable to resolve. 


The key here, as in so many 


ether things, is in Vietnam. In 
his State of the Union message 
the President maintained all 
the 
threadbare 
rhetoric of 


yore. There was the same old 
stuff 
about "invasion" from 


the North. On top of that there 
was more stuff about Amer- 
ica's "vital interests in Asia 
and the Pacific." 


Not a word was said about 


beginning withdrawal of Amer- 
ican troops at an early date, 
though 
that is the hottest 


subject of debate in town right 
now, with hardly anybody as- 
serting that purely military 
purposes r e q u i r e that the 
present 
contingent 
be kept 


entirely intact. Neither was 
there any reduction in the new 
budget based on troop with- 
drawal — though that budget 
will cover the period until July 
of 
1970. 


To be sure, there is a 


reduction in Vietnam spending 
from $28.8 billion in the pres- 
ent budget to $25.4 billion in 
the budget for next year. But 
that reduction is apparently 
based only on a winding down 
of combat activities — notably 
the cessation of air action over 
North Vietnam. 


Furthermore, the saving is 


more than eaten up by new 
spending 
for other 
defense 


purposes. Thus the total 
non- 


Vietnam d e f e n s e spending 
jumps from an estimated $52 
billion this year to an estimat- 
ed 
$56 billion in the 
new 


budget. With pay raises, the 
total increase in non-Vietnam 
military spending will come to 
nearly $8 billion. And at least 
some of the increase is very 
dubious. 


One very large rise goes for 


naval construction — now es- 
pecially costly because of the 
luxury of fitting carriers and 
escort frigates with nuclear 
power. Additional funds are 
also budgeted for deployment 
of the Sentinel anti-ballistic 
missile system — though costs 
there are rising faster than 
estimated, and technical bugs 
have developed. 


Even as he jacked up the 


bill for military goods, the 
President staked his bid for 
greatness on his accomplish- 
ments in the domestic field. In 
his State of the Union mes- 
sage, he said, not wrongly, 
that "we finished a major part 
of the old agenda." And in his 
budget he pushed right ahead 
in providing more money for 
the new programs his Admin- 
istration had initiated, 


BILLION FOR EDUCATION 
The new budget provides an 


increase of nearly $1 billion in 
money for education. About 
half-a-billion more is asked for 
manpower training programs. 
Another $2 billion goes into 


health programs. Housing and 
community d e v e l o p m e n t 
money is raised by nearly half- 
a-billion. 


But hardly anybody connect- 


ed with the problems of educa- 
tion, h e a l t h , and housing 
thinks that these funds are 
anywhere near enough to meet 
the problems they are suppos- 
ed to solve. It is typical that 
the housing budget provides 
for an extra 6 million low 
income shelters, but not for 
such needed community facili- 
ties as water and sewer sys- 
tems. 


What emerges is the famili- 


ar paradox of the past few 
years — measurable social 
gain not transplated into a 


feeling of progress because 
expectations have outrun even 
the large amount that has 
been achieved. That depress- 
ing cycle can be broken only 
when even more substantial 
amounts are drained off for 
social p u r p o s e s . And that 
means asserting a ruthless 
discipline over military ex- 
penses. 


But the effect of the final 


hours of the Johnson admin- 
istration is to make the asser- 
tion of discipline harder than 
ever. The most liberal Presi- 
dent in our history has given a 
mandate to those who want to 
allocate a far greater portion 
of national resources to meet- 
ing internal social problems.

Tuition Grant Bill 
Would Save on Taxes 


Editor. The Post-Crescent: 


I would like to offer some 


comments in response to your 
editorial on parochial educa- 
tion in Friday night's paper, 
January 10. This, in turn, was 
a comment of Governor Rorn- 
ney's statement in opposition 
to the continuation of private 
schools, particularly with re- 
gard to thei refforts to seek 
public financial assistance. 


There isn't any doubt but 


that your comments on the 
difficulties private schools are 
having is accurate. A glance 
at the Fox Valley Council of 
Government's study last April 
reveals 
t h e 
picture 
quite 


dramatically. Private school 
enrollment in Wisconsin has 
dropped from 272,911 in 1965 to 
approximately 218,000 in 
1968. 


More importantly to Appleton, 
the Appleton parochial school 
enrollment dropped from 41 
per cent of the total student 
population in 1964 to 34 per 
cent in 1967, and is probably 
closer to 30 per cent for the 
current school year. According 
to the C. 0. G. study, there 
was a net transfer of private 
school s t u d e n t s to public 
schools in the 1966-67 school 
year of 246, and a net transfer 
in the 1967-68 school year of 
524. Current figures are not 
available but certainly the 
figures for 1968-69 are at least 
equal to the previous year and 
probably exceed them. There 
is likewise little question but 
that next year's figures will be 
increased 
still, because 
at 


least one parish in Appleton 
has announced the closing of 
two entire grades. 


However, the cause of the 


transfer is predominantly the 
inability of the private schools 
to meet their financial obliga- 
tions. This is caused by many 
things, but primarily a de- 
crease in the available number 
of teaching sisters and in 
sharp increase in the average 
salary of lay teachers. The 
result has been the forced 
closing of a number of grades, 
and the indirect transfer of 
quite a few students whose 
parents do not believe that 
private schools will be able to 
continue offering quality edu- 
cation to large numbers of 
students. In short, the doubt 
that private schools can sur- 
vive. 


However, since the problem 


is primarily financial, I am a 
little puzzled by the opposition 
to public support for private 
sdioois which was expressed 
in your editorial in term* of 
taxpayer resistance to further 


school costs. Such financial aid 
would c e r t a i n l y place no 
greater financial burden on 
the taxpayer. On the contrary, 
it would relieve his burden to 
a considerable extent. As re- 
vealed in the C. 0. G. study, 
the additional costs to the 
Appleton School District gen- 
erated 
by the transfer of 


students from private to public 
schools in only the two years, 
1966-68, was $385,850. These 
figures, of course, must be 
added to any further transfer 
of students because the stu- 
dents already transferred re- 
main in the public school 
system. 


On the other hand, the 


Tuition Grant Bill which is 
being currently discussed as a 
means 
of providing public 


financial support for private 
schools contemplates a pay- 
ment of $50 for grade school 
students and $100 for high 
school students. On the basis 
of the C.O.G. enrollment fig- 
ures, this would be a net tax 
cost of $381,500. Without even 
computing figures for the cost 
of co instructing additional 
buildings to provide classroom 
space, and without giving any 
consideration to the increasing 
rate of transfers to public 
schools, 
the net saving to 


taxpayers is nothing short of 
startling. The current tax cost 
would not even equal the 
current tax cost required to 
educate those children who 
have a l r e a d y transferred, 
much less avoiding the annual 
cost of $3,000.000 which would 
be required if all of the 
private school students would 
transfer. 


The saving of tax dollars is 


not, of course, the reason why 
these private schools exist, nor 
is it the reason why they 
should be publically financed 
in any way to help them 
continue. T h e figures are 
quoted just to show that in my 
judgment the tax cost of 
providing public financial as- 
sistance to private schools is 
not in any sense a reason to 
deny such aid. It seems to me 
that it boils down simply to a 
social and political question of 
whether or not it is desirable 
to continue to have a compet- 
ing system of education. I feel,

desirable to have a competing 
system of education.

Strictly Personal 
Sicknesses Are Often 
Classified as Crimes

We must not forget 
that 


"crime" in a society is any- 
thing that the society cares to 
call "crime." A community 
can arrest women for wearing 
skirts too short or children for 
staying out too late, if these 
are defined as offenses. 


And much, if not most, of 


what we call crime in our 
society is the result of such 
arbitrary definitions. 


Gambling, narcotics a n d 


prostitution have been, in the 
past, the three main sources 
of income for organized crime 
in this country. None of them, 
in my view, should be defined 
as a "crime" — for all three 
are emotional and medical 
problems we have not even 
tried to cope with. 


Narcotics are responsible for 


much prostitution and 
for 


many robberies. Girls go on 
the street because they need 
large sums of money for dope; 
and they need large sums of 
money because dope is illegal 
and therefore expensive to 
obtain. 


And many men 
commit 


strong-arm robberies because 
they need $50 a day or more to 
satisfy the dope habit. If 
addiction were defined as a 
sickness, and we were ready 
to spend as much for treating 
and rehabilitating such people 
as we are for jailing them, 
over and over again, we might 
beat this problem inside of a 
decade.

that the federal program would 
force small slaughtering houses 
and meat processors out of 
business. 


When the federal program 


went into effect, five larger 
plants were transferred to di- 
rect 
federal inspection, and 


smaller plants had to comply 
with the regulations despite the 
lack of state cooperation. 


Fewer Plants 


Wisconsin now has 70 fewer 


plants than when the program 
started, according to the report 
filed with the board. 


Although the federal plants 


total only 98 of the 351 inspected 


jlants in the state, they inspect 


per cent of the meat in 


Wisconsin due to their volume 
of production. 


State Agriculture Secretary 


Donald McDowell told his board 
that the inspection 
program 


tself was not forcing the plants 
out of business, but that the 
economics of the industry was.
